Justice W. R. Riddell, perhaps not as 
well known to the general public as 
his connection with the Ontario Su- 


|preme Court, was his activity in pubs 


lic health matters, 
President of the Health League of 


, Canada and its predecessor organiza- 


tions for 25 years, the judge died in 


‘Toronto recently at the age of 92. 


His authorship of a great number 


,of articles on medical subjects of un- 


usual character gave him an outlet 
for his vast knowledge of medicine 
and health. His interest in these 
Subjects was sharpened by three 
years’ study at a medical school 

The Health League, a national asso- 
elation with significant social objec- 
lives, got its start in 1919 as the 
National Council for Combatting 
Venereal Diseases with Mr. Justice 
Riddell at the helm. 

The Council was formed at a cons 
ference, called by the Dominion gov- 
ernment. which passed a resolution 
urging the establishment of a fed- 
eral department of health under a 
separate minister. Such a depart- 
ment was established a short time 
later, 

The possibility of interference with 
provincial rights had made the Do- 
minion careful of entering the health 
field and in writing of this, Mr. Jus- 
tice Riddell said: “I am prepared 
to pledge my reputation as a lawyer 
that there is nothing in the Act 
(British North America Act) or the 
Constitution preventing Dominion or 
province, municipality cr individual, 
from taking an active part in the 
campaign for health with effort and 
money.”

CONTROL SPRING FIRES 
TO HAVE MORE BIRDS 


Spring is ahead of time, at least it 
looks that way now, Mallards, Pintails 
Canada Geese, Meadowlarks, Killdeer, 
all ground-nesting birds—are back ten 
days ahead of time. If this weather 
continues they will be nesting earlier 
than usual, 

By the same token, the stubble fields 
and haylands will be ready to burn 
that much earlier too, Where burning 
is to be done—get it done before the 
1th of April—before that if pos- 
sible—and save untold numbers of 
birds’ nests from destruction. 

Ducks start to nest about April 20. 
Prairie Chicken and Hungarian part- 
ridge start early in May; and so do 
many other ground-nesting, —insect- 
eating birds, 

These birds consume thousands of 
bushels of noxious weeds, Their steady 
pressure on insects heads off destruc-

Manitcba recently introduced a bill amending the safety 
responsibility clauses of the provincial highway act. 

The new legislation developing out mee 
of a report to the provincial govern This Week's Favorite 
ment about a year ago, by five senior 
civil servants, follows the Safety 
Responsibility Act of New York 
which, since it went into operation 
over three vears is widely re- 
garded by those who have studied the 
subject as the best of its kind on the 
ecntinent. 

Manitoba's action has directed new 
attention to the New York law which 
in turn developed out of similar leg- 
islation in New Hampshire, In each 
the principle of financial re 
sponsibility was developed rather than 
that of ecmpulsory insurance which 
outside of Massachusetts has been 
rejected by every jurisdiction in 
North America an unsatisfactory 
method of dealing with the problem, 

The new Manitoba legislation pro 
vides for impounding a vehicle in 
volved in an accident until the owner 
gives proof of financial responsibility
